of a bullet wound is clear, according te»

In the opinion of officiais the 
woman was shot, then beaten and sub- 
sequently strangled, perhaps to stifle her 
cries.

Today's War News 


Given in Summary 


The Rumanian invasion of Tran- 
sylvania has met with a setback in 
the Hermannstadt region, some 20 
miles north of the Rumanian bor- 
ber, according to the Berlin head- 
quarter's statement today. 
A vic- 
tory there over strong 
Rumanian 
forces by troops under General von 
Faikhayn, is announced. 


General von Falkenhayn is one of 
the most noted of German military 
commanders and was chief of the 
general staff until recently when he 
was displaced by Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg. 
Today's 
mention 
of 
his name in the official statement if 
the first intimation that he was-in 
active service in the field. 


The fact that a general of «ueh 
note has been given command in 
Transylvania, apparently means that 
an important campaign in this Aus- 
trian territory is under way. A new 
Teutonic 
offensive 
successfully 
pressed there would place Rumania 
between two fires, as large forces 
of the central powers are in the 
field in the southern Rumanian pro- 
vince of Dobrudja under another of 
Germany's 
martial 
heroes.

Marshal von Makensen. 


Desperate fighting has been in 
progress along the northern end of 
tho Somme front where the British 
r^ently have made important in- 
upon German positions south 
of the Ancre. 


London today reports heavy coun- 
ter attacks by the Germans near 
tho Stuff redoubt and the Hessian 
trench and declares that a division 
of the new British army acquitted 
itself most creditably in beating off 
the Germans. 


Further down the line toward the 
Somme the French have resumed 
their attacks, pushing further the 
wedge into the German lines in th« 
region 
of 
Rancourt. 
The 
new 
French advance, according to Paris, 
was scored by means of hand gre- 
nade operations north of Rancourt. 


The British lost heavily in the 
fighting on the Somme front during 
September. 
This is indicated by 
the casualty lists which show the 
casualties on all fronts during the 
month to have been nearly 120,000, 
or at the rate of more than 3,800 a 
day. 


In Macedonia the Bulgarians re-

Sketches from Life ¥i • 9 • 
By Temple 
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Stop, Look and Listen 


There is scarcely an issue of a daily newspaper nowadays that 
3oes not record from one to half a score of accidents in which the 
railroad crossing, the automobile and the grade crossing collaborate 
in the taking of human life or the maiming of unfortunate automobil- 
ists Avho have failed to ''stop, look and listen." The Monday issue 
is ¿specially horrifying in this particular because of the largely in- 
creased number of those Avho seek recreation in the Sunday automo- 
bile trip. And yet in this, as in many other instances, we are slow 10 
learn by experience. The tragedy to others seems to make little last- 
ing impress upon our own minds, and such caution as it may inspire 
is at best but temporary. 
There is no commimity that has not con- 
tributed its quota and is not continuing to contribute its quota to the 
sum total of grade crossing horrors. 


In the faee of a situation tiiat seems almost hopeless, many of the 
railroads are now conducting a definite campaign of publicity in order 
tJiat, blameless as they usually are for these tragedies, they may omit 
no effort that might tend to decrease them. One conspicuous instance 
of that sort is the activity of T. J. Foley, formerly of Fort Wayne, 
now general manager of the Illinois Central sy.stem. In a card just 
issued "to those who drive or ride in automobiles,"' Mr. Foley says: 


"The constantly increasing number of automobile accidents 
at grade crossings promotes the issuance of this warning to all 
who own, drive or ride in automobiles to STOP, LOOK and 
LISTEN before passing over any railway grade crossing. Cross- 
ing gates, automatic Avarning bells, electric headlights and en- 
gine signals, if not heeded by those for whose protection they are 
intended, are unavailing. 
1 Avill be glad to receive and consider 
suggestions inloncled io reduce automobile accidents at grade 
crossings, for tlio railroad is anxious to do its full part. However, 
if every person who owns, drives or rides in an automobile will 
STOP, LOOK and LISTEN at grade crossings, the danger will 
be entirely eliminated." 
Mr. Foley calls attention to another fact, not generally appre- 
siated, but highly important. 
Many people, he explains, arc prone 
to consider the railway grade crossings in their own communities as 
especially dangerous, but that is not true. All railway grade cross- 
ings are dangerous. However, statistics prove, continues Mr. Foley, 
that crossings which are used extensively, and, therefore, considered 
the most dangerous, are really the safest. The great majority of ac- 
cidents occur at outlying crossings, which are least used. 
A little 
reflection will show that Mr. Foley is right- Accidents usually occur 
at other points than the prominent crossings, but the element of dan- 
ger is present at all of them, and it will remain until all drivers can 
be induced to exercise ordinary prudence—which is stop, look and 
listen. 


Fancy Work 


Chairman Willcox has served warning that the buttons to be 
worn at the forthcoming republican love feast in New York at which 
Colonel Roosevelt and Mr. Taft are to bridge the bloody chasm and 
mingle in the Hughes crowd must contain only the portraits of the 
nominee and not those of the Colonel and Mr. Taft, also, as had been 
proposed. The chairman sees most unfortunate possibilities in over- 
doing the lion-and-the-lamb spectacle. They may come in, all right, 
but there must be no crowding. 


It is not quite two years since Raymond Robins, former pro- 
gressive leader, declared in an address at Chicago that "the most 
skillful, the most courageous, the greatest statesmanship of the last 
two years in this world was the manner in which Wilson averted war 
between this country and Mexico." Yet the eloquent Mr, Robins, now 
making a speaking tour of Indiana, is in the very forefront of those 
who are seeking to tear down everything that Wilson has done with- 
out deigning to indicate what they purpose supplying in its stead. 


Columbia township, outside of Columbia City, has followed the 
city's example and returned a "dry" verdict in an option election.

The confession of William Butler,

The gang should be wiped 
out, and the government should improve 
its opportunity to give wide publicity 
to the warning implied in the prosecu- 
tion. At best in such cases it is hard 
to get witnesses, and now that they 
are on hand the most should be made 
of their testimony. 


It is deplorable that a federal statute 
should be used as the means of mulcting 
wealthy 
citizens 
of 
large 
sums of 
money, but it is suspected that if the 
Mann law had never been enacted the 
blackmailers would have found another 
instrument. 
In most cases of this na- 
ture the mere threat of exposure is 
suHicient to frighten the victim into 
submission. 
In at least some of the 
cases of which the details have been 
made public, the victims were violating 
not only the Mann act, but state laws. 


The trouble with any blackmail prose- 
cution is that the law plays into the 
hands of all blackmailers. 
In order to 
convict a blackmailer his victim must be 
exposed to public censure, and this is 
the catastrophe he sought to avert by 
the payment of blackmail. 
In many 
cases the victim is fruilty of crimes re- 
garded by the 
law 
as seriously as 
blackmail. But this does not lessen the 
crime of blackmail, nor does it mean 
that the blackmailer is deserving of 
public sympathy. At best he is a sneak 
and coward, as well as a lawbreaker, and 
this fact alone should lead to some 
method of effective prosecution.

Zeppelin raids on England. 


Chicago and New York lead In the 
number of deaths with more than 200 
each between January 1 and September 
1. 
The number of fatalities in other, 
large cities 
is proportionately 
high, 
varying with the populations of 
the 
towns. 


These figures, compiled today, on re- 
ports 
from many 
of the cities 
are 
based upon police records, which show 
a constantly growing death list as a 
result of automobile accidents, despite 
improved traffic laws that have been 
enacted. 


More Than Thousand Killed.

were available today figures up to Sep- 
tember 1 show that 1,040 persons have 
been killed and more than 8,000 injured. 


In Zeppelin raids on England about 
368 have been killed and 870 wounded

If you go without 
sleep, one or two or 
three nights you will 
fall asleep 
at 
your 
work.

I prevent this for Na- 
ture Is more power- 
ful than you are. 


However, by going, 
ehort on sleep month 
in and month out, say by sleeping five 
or six hours a night, you will material- 
ly affect your general health. 


Dancing, parties and other forma of 
amusements are all right once In a 
while, but when they keep a person 
up until after midnight- every night 
In the week they are harmful. 


The average healthy adult requires 
at least eight hours ot sleep In the 24 
io keep In the best condition. 
Perhaps 
you are one of the exceptions that 
have managed to get along on five or 
six hours for years and seem to thrive 
on It.' 


If 80, you are an exception, for most 
people 
would 
"run down" on 
that 
amount of sleep. 
Every-day worker 
should make It a point to be In bed 
by 10 o'clock at least five nights In 
the week.

Also, like the kidneys, the skin as- 
sists In throwlngr 0« waste matter. The 
skin is unable to properly perform 
these functions If the pores are clog- 
ged up with dirt and grease. 
It is 
known that if a coat of varnish were 
applied to the whole body the person 
would soon die. 
When a person faila 
to keep the skin clean, healthy and 
active, bad results follow In proportion 
to the neglect. 


To keep the skin in proper eondJti«« 
one should take a hot bath with tha 
free use of soap twice a week In win-* 
ter. 
In summer when perspiration is 
freer a bath every day is necessary. 


One of the great preventives of win- 
ter Ills, such as colds and sore throats, 
is cool bathing every morning, follow- 
ed by a vigorous friction rub with a 
rough towel. 


This does not mean jumpins Intq a 
tubful of ice cold water. 
This is quite 
unnecessary and there are few people 
who can stand the resulting shock. 


But a cool sponge bath of the neck, 
shoulders and chest produces In most 
people, after the rubdown, a oorafort- 
able feeling of warmth. 


The skin is thus accustomed to sud- 
den changes in température and the 
likelihood of catching cold is much re- 
duced.

Still better, and for use every morn- 
ing both summer 
and 
winter 
Is a 
shower bath. 
The water may be tepid 
to start and then changed to cold or 
may be cold throughout. 
! For. most people the hot bath Is best 
taken at night before retiring. 
It Is

Heat opens 
the pores of the skin and brings the 
blood to the: surface, greatly inorcAs- 
ing the liability of "catohlng cold*' om 
exposure.

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MAKE THE FARM HOUSE COMFORTABLE IN WINTER 


There Are Several Different Styles of House-Heating Plants on the Market, the Cheapness and Convenience of Which Make It Elntirely Unnecessary for Farm Houses to & 


Without a Heating System Which Means Comfort and Pleasure for the Entire Household. 


Bj J. h. MOWRT. Division of Acricultiiml Engineering, Unlver^ty of BOnneeots. 
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Tears oi progress have developed 
jit least six styles of 
house-heating 
Installations, aside from the old fa- 
miliar 
first 
method, 
the 
fireplace, 
where from 80 to 90 per cent of the 
heat generated went up the chimney 
—where 
your 
shins 
roasted 
while 
your back froze. 


Real progress was made when the 
grate fire was moved to the center of 
the room and encased in thin cast Iron 
or sheet Iron, giving U3 the stove, and 
Increasing the radiating surface 200 
per cent. 
At the same time the size 
of the flue was reduced 75 per cent, 
and the large loss of heat character- 
istic of the open-grate fire was elim- 
inated. 


Another step was made when the 
stove was moved to the cellar, and a 
Jacket placed around it which opened 
through the floor to the room above. 


With the neck of this Jacket di- 
vided Into two or more parts a hot-air 
furnace is produced which will heat 
two or more rooms, one for each pipe. 


Later 
improvements 
gave us 
the 
hot-water 
and 
steam 
systems; 
and 
these now find some competition In 
the vapor system. 


A combination of hot air with either 
hot water, steam, or vapor, known as 
a combination system, Is now often 
used. 


Before considering the effectiveness 
of a heating system, and choosing the 
one best fitted to our needs and pock- 
ets, It win be well to consider the 
fundamental principles upon which all 
oi them operate. 
Why can we heat a 
room or a kettle of water? 
Because 
of circulation. 
But what 
produces 
circulation? 
"When a body is warmed 
It expands and what was a pailful (of 
air or water) becomes more. 
In the 
case of water, Eome of it will flow 
over the edge of the pail. 
The pall 
Is still full but the water does not 
weigh as much as It did. 
If this pall 
of water were placed in a tank of 
cold water It would float—only for a 
time, however, because it would give 
up its heat to the cold water and both 
become of the same temperature. The 
same would be true of the air. 
Why 
does a body expand? 
Because heat 
is vibration of the partirles of which 
the. substance Is composed. 
The hot- 
ter the substance the more vibration, 
and when each particle Is using more 
room In order to vibrate, the whole 
mass 
of 
particles 
will 
require 
a 
noticeably larger space. 


Putty and clay are very soft and 
are called plastic; air and water arc 
called mobile, because they are more 
than plastic and the particles of which 
they are composed will easily slide 
over one another. 
An automobile or 
train displaces the air, and the Inflow 
of air behind it causes what Is known 
as suction, and is visible because of 
the duet picked up by this current of 
air. 
Water does the same thing when 
a boat passes through it. 


This 
mobility 
of 
air 
and water 
makes them Ideal carriers of heat. 
It makes It possible to have a fire in 
the cellar, or In an adjoining building, 
and conduct the heat to any point 
desired, provided the heater Is below 
the point to be heated. 
Hot air will 
not flow down hill any more naturally 
than water will flow^ up hill. 


The outside of a stove becomes hot 
'from the flre within which heats th® 
air la contact with it. This air In turn 


becomes lighter, rises, and Is replaced 
by cold air from below and at the 
sides. 
This displacement of warm air 
by cold air continues, and produces 
currents. 
The 
room 
can be 
made 
comfortable with a stove when it ia 
not too cold outside. 
If very cold out- 
side, say 10 degrees below, the cur- 
rent of air will become so cold while 
passing down the cold walls that the 
stove can not heat the room com- 
fortably. 


A sheet Iron jacket, with neither 
top nor bottom, set up from the floor, 
will increase the rapidity of air cir- 
culation, since only the air 
within 
the Jacket Is heated. This air gets hot- 
ter and rises faster, thus making a 
more rapid circulation and a more 
effective heat. 
This method, 
how- 
ever, has the fault of burning the air, 
which lowers Its value for breathing. 


A Fnmace. 


A stove with a jacket, placed In the' 
cellar, becomes a furnace. 
A brick 
wall may be substituted for the steel ; 
jacket. 
A return flue through 
the! 
floor some distance from the furnace, | 
makes the system complete. 
Such a I 
scheme is used for many 
churches, 
schools, and assembly rooms, where 
the basement can be used as a iur- 
naiJe room. 


When this furnace Is set a little 
lower In the ground and the neck 
divided, into several small pipes. It 
may be used to heat several rooms. 
Heat is conducted to the second-floor 
rooms by rectangular pipes set in the 
walls between the studs. 
Over each 
opening In the floor or walls la a 
register of perforated cast iron. 


In each pipe leading from a f u r - ' 
nace is a damper, BO that any pipe 
may be closed at will. 
There is a 
return air duct, to be used when the 
weather 
Is too 
cold 
to allow 
the 
heated and used air to pass out of 
the house. 
The rooms are full of air 
at all times, and more air can not be 
forced into them by the small pressure 
exerted by the warm air In the pipes 
below. 
In order to get this warm air 
into the rooms a way must be pro- 
vided for the cold air to get out. This 
Is done by means of a return air duct, 
which may open Into a chimney and 
allow the air to pass out; or under 


•Fi'l 


the furnace and permit the air to be 
reheated and returned to the room. 
•Wlien this Is done the fresh-air duct 
may be closed or partly closed. 


The burning of the air in order to 
get heat sufficient to warm the rooms, 
limit the usefulness of this style of 
heating to small houses, and gener- 
ally to one 
floor. 
To be successful, 
the furnace must be large and the 
pipes from fifty to one hundred per 
cent larger than are ordinarily used. 


All pipes, in cellar and in walls, 
should be covered with asbestos paper 
to protect the pipes and to save heat. 
A damper In every pipe and also in 
the smoke flue will aid materlaJly In 
controlling 
and 
distributing 
heat. 
Chimney flues should be 10 by 10 In- 
ches or larger. 


Hot Water. 


A hot-water system is only a slight 
elaboration of the principle. 
Enlarge 
the base to enclose the fire, and re- 
duce the size of the tube or pipe be- 
tween the flre and the rooms to be 
heated, and make that part of the 
circuit .In the rooms large, to grive 
enough radiating surface. 
The main 
body, cast In sections for convenience 
In handling, is often made quite ir- 
regular, In order to expose more sur- 
face to the flre. Water Is conducted

i 
Objections to this system are: 
The 
need of safety devices, which 
may 
fall, and harder firing, which requires 
more fuel. 


Vapor or Vacuum System. 


The vapor or vacuum- system Is a 
comparatively recent development. 
It 
is. the opposite in principle of 
the 
closed-tank-hot-water system as the 
air Is exhausted from the pipes and 
radiators and 
water stands In 
the 
heater only, as in a steam system, j 
The exhaustion of the air makes Iti 
possible to produce steam at a tem- 
perature as low as 125 degress Fah- 
renheit, which means that a small flre 
will, produce results In a few minutes, 
because there are only a few gallons 
of water In the heater. 
It Is virtually 
a steam system, and requires protec- 
tive devices as carefully adjusted and 
attended as a steam system. 
Further, 
more, leaks In the system will de- 
stroy the vacuum and it will become 
a steam system pure and simple. 


Choosing Fuel. 


For hard coal a deep flrebox grives 
best results. 
Hard coal bums slowly 
and requires le^s air than soft coal 
or wood, and the deep flre serves as 
a check on the air. 
Soft coal and 
wood bum best In a thin layer over a 
larger surface, and of* course will re- 
quire more frequent firing. All round 
steam and hot-water boilers are made 


for hard coal. 
A sectional boiler may 
be lengthened by adding sections and 
the size of the flrebox be thereby in- 
creased. 


In 
round 
hot-water 
boilers, 
two 
styles are offered; one with a 
flat- 
top flrebox, and one with water arms. 
The one with the flat top Is much 
more easily cleaned than the one hav- 
ing water arms, and the heating coll 
Is much more easily installed. 
The 
latter style Is Intended to give more 
heating surface In the 
flrebox, 
but 
this feature is more than offset by 
the advantages mentioned. 


In placing any of these heaters the 
clean-out doors should not be backed 
up against a chimney or partition. 


Radiators. 


The radiators are of cast « r sheet i 
iron, made up in sections, which may 
be placed togsther to give the re- 
quired amount of radiating surface. 
The standard sise Is 38 inches high, 
three-column, and contains 6 square 
feet of radiation per seotlon.

This allows for a more rapid circula- 
tion than If a single pipe were used 
for each radiator. 


Allowance must be made for the 
expansion of the water. 
This Is done 
by placing an open tank In the attic, 
or In a second-floor room above the 
top of the highest radiator, and con- 
necting with the system at some con- 
venient point. 
The system may be 
filled through this tank If there Is no 
pressure system at hand. 


This Is called the open-tank hot- 
water 
system. 
If 
the 
tank 
were 
capped tight, and little or no water 
reached the tank, there would be a 
quantity of air confined which would 
be compressed, because the water In 
the heater, pipes, and radiators ex- 
pands 
when 
heated. 
This 
Is 
the 
closed 
tank 
or semi-steam 
system. 
The advantage Is a higher tempera- 
ture of the water before the boiling 
point Is reached. 
The higher tem- 
perature will allow of smaller pipes 
and smaller radiators, and the prac- 
tice is to Install a smaller 
heater 
also. 
The cost of Installation 
will 
consequently be less.

A hot-air system may give rsason- 
ably 
satisfactory 
results 
in 
small 
buildings, but for large houses and 
under most conditions either steam or 
hot water Is unhesitatingly 
recom- 
mended. 
The higher cost is more 
than offset, in a few years, by a sav- 
ing of fuel and better results. 


Nothing has been said about steam 
systems. 
Little need be said. 
They 
are like water systems in maksfop, ex- 
cept that the expansion tank is closed. 
There is no water In the radiators, 
only In the heater. 
There is no cir- 
culation until the water in the boiler 
is boiling, and there is pressure in the 
pipes and radiators. 
This pressure, 
while not Intended to be heavy, may 
become so if not watched carefully. 
This is impossible 
in the 
average 
home. 
In the mill, factory, or large 
flat building, there Is reason for keep- 
ing a man on duty constantly, but not 
so In the home. 


By the procwss of elimination, it can 
safely be claimed that steam Is not 
safe, and hot air Is not satisfactory to 
any degree: while hot water, not per- 
fect because it costs too much, is the 
best system of the three for heating 
a home. 


Combination System. 


A combination system—a combina- 
tion of hot water and hot air—^is the 
ideal system. 
However, Instead of 
using a standard hot-air furnace, with 
a coil In the firebox for heating the 
water (similar to that used in a kit- 
chen range), it Is much 
better to 
place a large radiator or a coil of 
common pipe In a box in the cellar, 
which Is open to the room above and 
to the outside air. 
This system may 
be instolled at an addltlonea cost of 
825, and provides a fresh-air supply 
at all times. 
It Is claimed, and with 
much reason, that ventilation Is not 
necessary in the average house; that 
the air in the roooM Is changed often 
enough to meet all requirements, ex- 
cept when 
an 
unusual number 
of 
people are present. 
It is true that, 
with an average winter* wind blowing

he ha,.,! not been auie to pay Interest 
In fuli. 
fllfe fauilly wa-s small and for 
moei or the work he had to depend 
,>n hired help. 
He concluded 
that 
under the circumstances he was work- 
Uig, or trying to work, too many acres. 
Finally he sold a quarter section and 
paid his debts. 
Seven years later he 
had 86,000 In the bank. 
Increased 
prices of farm products during this 
period only account In part for this 
fiarmer's 
increased 
prosperity. 
In 
this case all the acres had been un- 
profitable largely because there were 
too many of them. 


Select the largest, highest yielding 
ears of the best variety of corn that 
will safely mature in your locality. If 
large, high yielding ears are selected 
without proper care, maturity may be 
sacrificed for yield. 
A bad bargain! 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
if very 
early 
ears are selected for seed yield may be 
sacrificed for maturity. A bad bargain! 
To avoid selecting ears for seed that 
will not ripen in the ordinary season 
on your farm, select your seed ears 
from the standing com at the time 
that practically all the com 
In 
the 
field should be mature. 
In any field 
of com can be found late plants that 
in vejy favorable seasons mature good 
ears, but when frosts oome at about 
the usual time or a little sooner, they 
are still green and do not store well, 
feed well, nor grow at all well. If the 
seed Is selected In the late fall as the 
com is husked, in favorable seasons 
many of these late maturing ears will 
make a fine appearance 
and 
hence 
many will find their 
way 
Into 
the 
seed-com pile when they should go 
to the hogs. 
The seed of such ears 
if planted, will produce late-maturing 
corn with nothing but trouble ahead 
in ordinary seasons. A number of Im- 
portant operations are required in or- 
der to secure a good crop of com.

Sour milk should not be left out of I 
i the feed of growing or laying fowls, 
winter or summer. If It can be secured 
at any reasonable cost. 
It Is usually 
I much cheaper and easier to get on the 
farm than beef scrap or any other sub- 
j stltute and no common substitute ex- 
j cept buttermilk will give as good re- 
sults. 


Sour milk for egg-production was 
given a very careful test for a yeax 
recently when three 25-blrd pens of 
White Leghorn pullets were fed In al- 
most exactly the same way except that 
one pen received sour milk, another 
beef scrap, and the third no meat or 
animal food whatever. 
From the sour 
mlll^ pen the station got 8,276 eggs at 
a profit of 828.26; from the beef scrap 
pen, 3,668 at a profit of 819.78; and 
from the no-meat pen, 1,878 eggs at a 
loss of 81.00 on the pen for the year. 


On many farms the no-meat pen 
would not have been regarded as los- 
ing money because the chickens live 
nmlilly on waste grain about the barn 
lot but on these farms the profits 
would be so much greater If butter- 
milk or sour milk could be fed that a

large possible profit is being lost If the 
chickens get only the grain and grass, 
they can pick up. 
They may pick up! 
insects enough to keep them from be-; 
ing on an absolutely no-meat ration« 


but a part of the farm business that 
can retum an average of 
a farm 
should be systematioaSf fed on the 
right 
kind of food. 


During the experiment only ordinary 
good 
poultry-feeding 
methods 
were 
followed. 
A little scratch feed was 
sprinkled 
in 
the straw 
litter 
deep 
enough to make the chickens 
take 
exercise in getting it. Water was given 
in clean vessels and a pan of sour milk 
kept tn the sour milk pen. 
At noon, 
dry 
mash 
was 
measured 
Into 
the 
trough and green feed was often given 
at the same time, especially during the 
winter. 
Two or three times a week 
the fowls were made to eat more of 
the mash by mixing the dry mash with 
some liquid to make a wet mash which 
was fed at the rate of a handful for 
every four birds. 


At night, scratch feed was given 
again and the birds were given all they 
would eat to send them to roost with 
full crops. 
This method of feeding 
keeps the hens busy all day, gives them 
good appetites, and supplies all the 
feed they will use. 
They should eat 
about twice as much grain or scratch 
feed as mash.

lYain up a fruit tree In the way It 
ghould go and when It Is old It will 
not depart from i t 
It is easy and 
cheap to shape a young fruit tree so 
it will always have good form: It is 
dlfllcult and expensive to shape an old 
fruit tree that has been neglected. 


The main framework of the fruit 
tree should be shaped in early spring. 
Additional 
pruning 
should 
follow 
from time to time during the summer 
to further aorrect and guide the new 
growth. 


The center of the young tree should 
be pruned out, leaving from three to 
Ave main limbs to form the frame- 
work of the tree. 
This gives a tree 
with an open center, to admit sun- 
light, and with broad spreading Umbs. 
A broad, low tree is easy to handle 
and fruits better. 
Much of the fruit 
can be picked without ladders. A low 
tree is easier to i>rune, spray 
and 
care for. 


Peach trees are pruned most se- 
verely of any of our orchard fruits. 
In addition to thinning out surplus 
Umbs the main limbs should be cut 
back one-third to one-half of each 
season's 
growth. 
Cut 
to 
outward- 
growing side limb«, so as to favor an 
open spreading top. 


Japanese 
plums 
and 
nectarines 
should be pruned like the peach and 
apricots and European plums, essen- 
tially the 
same, 
but leas eeverely. 
Apples, pears and American 
pluma 
should be given easentlally the same 
shape of framework but out back with 
a medium degree of severity. 


Sour cherries should have the open 
center and spreading main limbs. The 
main limbs should not generally be 
cut back as their terminal buds make 
the strongest growth. 
If a limb is in 
the way. it should be removed 
en- 
tirely Instead of being cut baok.

Jier advancement under the presidency of Diaz, 
under the French rule of Maximillian, or under 
the government of tlie Spanisli conquerors, has 
not pi-ogressed. as a general rule.

than a barbarous nation. Her Inhabitants are of 
three classes. 
The true Latin, who forms the 
educated class, and is at the head of the various 
governments that are instituted from time to 
time, and from whom the world in general gains 
It« impression of the country; the half-breed, 
part Spanish, part Indian, who is the "Mexioan," 
the peon, the man who is exploited and does the 
fighting and following of those chiefs whose edu- 
cation enables them to sway him from one cause 
to another; and, finally, the Indian, primitive, 
eup9rafltlou9, living in a condition of savagery, 
leas advanced today than his Aztec brother was 
at th* time the Spaniards landed. 


Th« first class Is small—pitifully small; yet It 
1B the one which directs and controls the des- 
tinies of the country. 
It Is true that there have 
been notable exceptions to this general rule, and 
that from among the pure-blooded Indians have 
risen men who, at the head of the government, 
accompHshed much for their fellow-man. 
But 
th«lr Influence was only temporary, lasting as 
long as they remained in power, swept into ob- 
livion as soon a? % new set of rulers assumed 
charge. 
This 
class derives all the revenue 
from the country; all the valuable rights and 
lands not held by foreign syndicates under gov- 
ernmental grants, or retained by the govern- 
ment Itself for future exploitation, belongs to 
this first class. 


Second Class Uneducatea 
T 
HÏÎ second olass Is larger and forms the bulk 
of the country 
inhabitants 
and 
poorer 
tlwellers of the cities. It is uneducated, but pre- 
sumably Christian in its beliefs, although the in- 
fluence of religion is but a slight restraint on 
the Indulgence of the animal passions that are 
the Dredominatlng feature of this class. 
Being 
, uneducated, the peon believes practically all 
that is told him and can be swayed easily to 
sny belief that his superiors desire him to have. 


He has no compunction about changing side."» 
Aurlng a revolution; all he is concerned with is 
fçllowlnv the principles of his leader. One would 
Inmglne that with such conditions prevalent 
there would be little or no hatred engendered by 
a rcTolqtion among members of this class; yet 
tlta pson soldier, while he is serving one cause, 
Is strictly unrelenting find savage with opposing 
factions, so long as there are no peàios obtaln- 
' ftUe for trsachery. 
With this class, life is held 
ehsaply. nsurder is not a crime, especially In 
l i n s of w r , snd a highly desired article of 
food, or even a supply of clothing is sufRcient to 
' tsad to ths killing even of à noncombatant. 


It Is the third class that is largest and most 
Inlcrsstfnflr. The Indian of the north, the Yaqul 
' In 'Chihuahua and Sonora, is a warrior and has 
taksii a large part in the revolutionary opera- 
iioffs of 'the various leaders that have sprung up 
' In the i|i«t six years. 
He also is a bandit. 
The 
t'ollowers of Villa, Zapata and other slniilar

•P until some fifteen or twenty years ago the 
Sierra Madre region in Northwestern So- 
nora was under the 
dominion 
of 
the 
fierce 
Apaches. 
They had strongholds In the moun- 
tains to which no band of troops, however well 
trained or equipped, was able to pursue them. 
From their mountain strongholds these Indians 
made raiding expeditions into the neighboring 
states, east and west, sweeping down 
upon 
farms, plundering villages, driving off horses 
and herds of cattle, killing men and carrying 
women off into slavery. 
Finally, so dreaded did 
they become, that the then governor of Chihua- 
liua put a price on the scalp of every Apache, 
dead or alive; but such was the state of semi- 
savagery among the Mexicans themselves, that 
those eager to get the reward proceeded to kill 
off the peaceful and innocent Tarahumare In- 
diana, whose scalps could not be distinguished 
from those of the Apaches. 


The State of Chihuahua is further advanced, 
in many respects, than its neighboi's, probably 
owing to the colonies of Mormons from the 
United 
States which have 
been 
established 
there. 
Casas Grandes is the principal settle- 
ment of this character, and it is only about one 
mile from the ruins of what appears to archae- 
ologists to have been a village of some compara- 
tively progressive people of former centuries. 
That this state always has been more or less 
developed Is evidenced by the finding of well- 
built 
houses 
of 
different 
types, 
irrigation 
ditches and other evidences of a civilization that 
once ruled the country. 


Curious superstitions mingle with the forms 
of Christian religion, forming the religions gen- 
erally observed and practiced by the Indian 
tribes throughout Old Mexico. 
The priests who 
accompanied the Spaniards and who from time 
to time drifted south of the Rio Grande after 
their labors had been successful in the United 
States and the Canadian country, claimed Mex- 
ico. and succeeded in educating the original in- 
habitants In the forms of their religion. 
The 
Indiana readily embraced Christianity, adding 
Its forms to the many ceremonial rites already 
existing among them. 
But they never really 
were converted to the new religion, it is claimed, 
and, despite the constant supervision of resi- 
dent priests and missionaries. Idol worship still 
is carried on in addition to churchly 
cere- 
monies. The traditional ceremonies of sun wor- 
ship and star worship are followed by many of 
the tribes, while with others, fire and water ar« 
made the objects of religious worship. 


Dancing Has Important Part 
I 
N the.se intermingled religions, as in all the 
religions of the 
North 
American 
tribes, 
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dancing and elaborate ceremonials play the lead«» 
ing parts. 
Festival days are common among all 
the tribes, and when one comes round there is 
great preparation for the ceremonies, in which 
the entire tribe takes part. 
Unlike the Indians 
of North America, 
they do not exclude the 
women from active participation in religious 
ceremonies and dances, but all members of ths 
tribe have some part in the spectacles. 


Tradition tells many tales In Mexico. 
Tbers 
are legends known to the older IndianB which 
ascribe some supemstural beginning to #Impst 
everything known in their daily lives, 
Thsss 
traditions go back to the bfiginniit|r of t)ms an4 


the creation of the world; tell how mountains 
were first created by a bat, how frogs lured the 
rain clouds. 
Among the Coras, the following 
tradition Is believed concerning the shaping of 
the earth; 


"All the earth w»» "at and covered with water. 
The corn rotted. 
The ancient people had to 
work fast to put the world into shape. 
The 
birds came together to see what they could do 
to bring about order, so that the corn could be 
planted. They asked the rod-headed vulture to 
set things right, but he said he could not- 
They 
sent for all the birds in the world, one after 
another, to Induce them to perform the deed, 
but non® of them would undertake it. 
At last 
came the bat. very old. 
Hip hair and his face 
w.«re white, and hi» face was dirty, as he n^ver 
bathes. He was supporting himself with a stick, 
because he ^'«s so old, He also said he was not 
equal to the task, but at last he agreed to try 
Whst he could do. 
The same night he darted 
violently through the air, cutting outlets for the 
waters! Hut he made the valleys so dpep that It 


was Impossible to walk about and the principal 
men rop,.^»ched him for this. 
"Then I will put 
everything back as before,' he said. 


" 'No, no,' they all said. 
'What we want is to 
make the slopes of a lower Incline, and to leave 
some level land and do not make all the country 
mountainous.'

Why the Frogs Croak 
W 
HEN they hear the frogs singing after a 
rain, the Indians tel) the legend of tl)s 


rain-makers, which explains why .the frogs are 
in ihe habit of raising their voices after water 
falls. 
It is: 


No rain had fallen and the five principal men 
dispatched the humming bird tp the place in the 
East where the rain clouds live, to asU them 
to come, to the Indian country. The clouds came 
very fast and killed the humming bird. 
After 
a while the humming bird came back to life, 
flew home and told the principal men that the 
clouds had gone back. The people then sent out 
the frog and his five sons. 
As he proceeded 
to the East, he left one of his sons atop of the 
f(ve highest mountains. 
He then called to the 


clouds to come and they followed and overtoolt 
him on the road. 
But he hid himself beneath 
a stone and they passed over him, being called 
on by the fifth son, who was on the first moun- 
tain top. 


When the fifth son was overtaken, he, like 
his father, hid beneath a stone and escaped the 
anger of the clouds, and the fourth son called 
them on. 
This was continued until the first 
son, who was on a mountain contiguous to ths 
Indian country finally lured the clouds to that 
pomt, from which the Western sea can be seen. 
When the storm clouds had precipitated the de- 
sired rain and gone away again, the frogs t)e« 
gan to sing merrily, which they do to this day 
after rain; and they still hide 
under 
stone« 
when rain is coming to that country. 


In their religious ceremonies and dances, ths 
wild deer plays an important part. 
The ani- 
mal usually is taken by snares, sometimes shot 
with arrows, but always in the ceremonies of 
Indians in all parts of tho republic there is some 
ceremonial revolving about the deer, performed 
at one season of the year or another. 
They 
also have among their feasts many dances sim- 
ilar to those performed by 
tho 
agricultural 
tribes of the Northern part of the continent. 
Iv^plorers who visited the country as late a« 
1908 say that these tribes at that time carried 
on such dances and festivals with all the ardor 
and ceremony of their ancestors.

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Stop, Look and Listen 


There is scarcely an issue of a daily newspaper nowadays that 


floes not record from one to half a score of accidents in which the 
railroad crossing, the automobile and the grade crossing collaborate 
in the taking of human life or the maiming of unfortunate automobil- 
ists who have failed to "stop, look and listen." The Monday issue 
is especially horrifying in this particular because of the largely in- 
creased number of those who seek recreation in the Sunday automo- 
bile trip. And yet in this, as in many other instances, we arc slow lo 
learn by experience. The tragedy to others seems to make little last- 
ing impress upon our own minds, and such caution as it may inspire 
is at best but temporary. There is no community that has not con- 
tributed its quota and is not continuing to contribute its quota to the 
sum total of grade crossing horrors. 


In the face of a situation that seems almost hopeless, many of the 


• railroads are now conducting a definite campaign of publicity iu order 


that, blameless as they usually are for these tragedies, they may omit 
no effort that might tend to decrease them. One conspicuous instance 
of that sort is the activity of T. J. Foley, formerly of Fort "Wayne 
now general manager of the Illinois Central system. In a card just 


—issued "to those who drive or ride in automobiles," Mr. Foley says: 


"The constantly increasing number of automobile accident 


at grade crossings promotes the issuance of this warniug to al 
who own, drive or ride in automobiles to STOP, LOOK am 
LISTEN before passing over any railway grade crossing. Cross- 


• ing gates, automatic warning bells, electric headlights and en- 


gine signals, if not heeded by those for whose protection they are 
intended, are unavailing. I^vill be glad to receive and consider 
suggestions intended to reduce automobile accidents at grade 
crossings, for the railroad is anxious to do its full part. However, 


• if every person who owns, drives or rides iu an automobile will 
STOP, LOOK and LISTEN at grade crossings, the danger will 
be entirely eliminated.'1 


Mr. Foley calls attention to another fact, not generally appro 


jiated, but highly important. Many people, he explains, are prone 
to consider the railway grade crossings in their own communities as 
especially dangerous, but that is not true. All railway grade cross- 
ings are dangerous. However, statistics prove, continues Mr. Foley, 
that crossings which are used extensively, and, therefore, considered 
the most dangerous, are really the safest. The great majority of ac- 
cidents occur at outlying crossings, which are least used. A little 
reflection will show that Mr. Foley is right. Accidents usually occur 
at other points than the prominent crossings, but the element of dan- 
ger is present at all of them, and it will remain until all drivers can 
be induced to exercise ordinary prudence—which is stop, look and 
listen.

instrument. In most cases of this na- 
ture the mere threat of exposure_ is 
suflicient to frighten the victim into 
submission. In at least some of the 
cases of which the details have been 
made public, the victims were violating 
not only the Mann act, but state laws. 


The trouble with any blackmail prose- 


cution is that the law plays into the 
hands of all blackmailers. In order to 
convict a blackmailer his victim must be 
exposed to public censure, and this is 
the catastrophe ho sought to avert by 
the payment oi blackmail. In many 
cases the victim U guilty of crimes re- 
garded by the law as seriously as 
blackmail. But this does not lessen the 
crime of blackmail, nor does it meal1 
that the blackmailer is deserving of 
public sympathy. At best he is a sneak 
and coward, as tvell as a lawbreaker, and 
this fact alone should laad to some 
method of effective prosecution.

Biories of romance. 


For Mexico, no matter what can be said of 


lier'advancement under the presidency of Diaz, 
under UL'O French rule of Miixlmilllan. or under 
the 'government of the Spanish conquerors, has 
not progressed, as a general rule. She still is 
Jess than civilized—in some sections, little more 
than a barbarous nation. Her inhabitants are of 
three classes. The true Latin, who forma the 
educated class, and is at the head of the various 
governments that are instituted from time to 
time, and from whom the world in general gains 
Its impression of the country, the half-breed, 
part Spanish, part Indian, who is the "Mexican," 
the peon, the man who is exploited and does the 
fighting and following of those chiefs whose edu- 
cation enables them to sway him from one cause 
to another; and, finally, the Indian, primitive, 
superstitious, Hying In a condition of savagery, 
less advanced today than his Aztec brother was 
at the time the Spaniards landed. 


The first class Is small—pitifully small; yet it 


Is the one which directs and controls the des- 


-. 
tinieu of the country. It Is true that there have 
' ' been notable exceptions to this general rule, and 


that from among the pure-blooded Indians have 
risen men who, at the head of the government, 
accomplished much for their fellow-man. But 
their Influence was only, temporary, lasting as 
long as they remained in power, sw.ept into ob- 
livion as soon as * new set of rulers- assumed 
charge. This fin* fllass derives all tho revenue 
from the country, all the valuable rights and 
lands not held by foreign syndicates under gov- 
ernmental grants, or retained by the govern- 
ment itself for future exploitation, belongs to 
this first class. 


Second Class Uneducatea 


T 


HE second class Is larger and forms the bulk 


of th? country Inhabitants and poorer 


flwollcrs of the cities. It is uneducated, but pre- 
sumably Christian In its beliefs, although the in- 
V fluence of religion Is but a slight restraint on 


the Indulgence of the animal passions that are 
the predominating feKjturo of this class. Being 
Uneducated, the peon believes practically all 
that is told him and can be swayed easily to 
iny belief that his superiors desire him to have. 


He has no compunction about changing sides 


Suring a revolution: all he is concerned with is 
following the principles of his leader. One -would 
Imagine that with such conditions prevalent 
there would be 1IU1« or no hatred engendered by 
ft revolution among members of this cless; yet 
the p«on soldier, while he is serving one cause, 
Is strictly unrelenting; and savage with opposing 
factions, BO long as thero are no pesos obtain- 
able for treachery. With this class, life Is held 
cheaply, murder Is not a crime, especially In 
time of war, and a highly desired article of 
toofl. or even a supply Of clothing Is sufficient to 
lead to the killing even of a noncombatar-.t 


It is tho third class that is largest and most 


Interesting. Tho Indian of the north, the Yaqui 
In Chihuahua and Sonora, Is a warrior and has 
taken a large part In the revolutionary opera- 
lions of the various leaders that have sprung up 
'en 'he last six years. He also IB a bandit. The 
lollowers of Villa, Zapata and other similar 
leaders, arc made up in large part of J^aquls, 
who are Ideal for raiding and guerilla 
-* 


battle with well-armed forces. 
They are am- 


bushers, surprise attackers, and tho mountain- 
ous nature of their home country makes It pos- 
sible for them to remain in arms against Im- 
mensely superior forces for Indefinite lenfthi of 
tlm«. 


Dominated by Apaches 
| IP until some fifteen or twenty years ago th» 
*-* Sierra Madre region in Northwestern So- 
nora was under the 
dominion of tho fierce 


Apaches. They had strongholds in the moun- 
tains to which no band of troops, however well 
trained or equipped, wus able to pursue them. 
From their mountain strongholds these Indians 
made raiding expeditions Into tho neighboring 
states, east and west, sweeping down upon 
farms, plundering villages, driving oft horses 
and herds of cattle, killing men and carrying 
women oK Into slavery. Finally, so dreaded did 
they become, that the then governor of Chihua- 
hua put a price on the scalp of every Apache, 
Oead or alive; but such was the state of semi- 
savagery among the Mexicans themselves, that 
those eager to get the reward proceeded to kill 
OK the peaceful and innocent Tarahumare In- 
dians, whose scalps could not be distinguished 
from those of the Apaches. 


The State of Chihuahua is further advanced, 


in many respects, than its neighbors, probably 
owing to the colonies of Mormons from the 
United States which have been established 
there. 
Casas Grandes is the principal settle- 


ment of this character, and It is only ab6ut on« 
mile from the ruins of what appears to archae- 
ologists to have been a village of some compara- 
tively progressive people of former centuries. 
That this state always has been more or less 
developed is evidenced by the finding of well- 
built houses 
of 
different 
types, 
irrigation 


ditches and other evidences of a civilization that 
once ruled the country. 


Curious superstitions mingle with tho forms 


of Chrlstlmi religion, forming the religions gen- 
erally observed and practiced by the Indian 
tribes throushout Old Mexico. Tho priests who 
accompanied the Spaniards and who from time 
to time drifted south of the Rio 'Grande after 
their labors had been successful in the United 
States and the Canadian country, claimed Mex- 
ico, and succeeded In educating the original in- 
habitants In the forms of their religion. The 
Indians readily embraced Christianity, addlnij 
Its forms to the many ceremonial rites already 
existing among them. But they never really 
were converted to the new religion, it Is claimed, 
and, despite the constant supervision of resi- 
dent priests and missionaries, idol -worship still 
is carried on In addition to churchly cere- 
monies. The traditional ceremonies of sun wor- 
ship and star worship are followed by many of 
the tribes, while with others, fire and water ara 
made the objects, of religious worship. 


Dancing Has Important Part 


K these intermingled religions, as In all the 


religions of the North American tribes, 


A . 


dancing and elaborate ceremonials play the lead- 
Ing parts. Festival days aro common among all 
the tribes, and when one comes round there Is 
great preparation for the ceremonies. In which 
the entire tribe takes part. Unlike the Indians 
of Korth America, they do not exclude tho 
women from active participation In religious 
ceremonies and dances, but all members ot the 
tribo have some part in the spectacles. 


Tradition tells many tales In Mexico. There 


are legends known to the older Indians which 
ascribe some supernatural beginning to almost 


known In their dally lives. Thesa 


the creation of the world; tell how mountains 
wero first created by a bat. how frogs lured the 
rain clouds. 
Among the Coras, the following 


tradition is believed concerning the shaping of 
the earth: 


"All the earth was flat and covered with water. 


The corn rotted. 
The ancient people had to 


work fast to put tho world into shape. 
The 


birds came together to sec what they could do 
to bring about order, so that tho corn could bo 
planted. Th-y asked the red-headed vulture to 
set things right, but ho said he could not. They 
sent for all the birds In the world, one after 
another, to Induce them to perform the deed, 
but none of them would undertake it. At last 
camo the bat, very old. His hair and his face 
were white, and his face was dirty, as ho never 
bathes. He was supporting: himself with a stick. 
because he was so old. Ho also said hfi was not 
tqual to the task, but at last he agreed to try 
what he could do. The same night he darted 
violently through the air. cutting outlets for tho 


was Impossible to walk about and the principal 
men rop—tchcd him for this. 'Then I will put 
everything back as before,1 he said. 
" -No no/ they all said. 'What we want is to 


make the slopes of a lower Incline, and to leave 
some level land and do not make all the country 
mountainous.' 
"This tho bat did and the principal men 


thanked him. And the world has remained as 
he left It" 


Why the Frogs Croak 


0JX they hear the irops singing after a 
rain, tho Indians tell the legend of tha 
¥Y 


rain-makers, which explains why the frogs ar« 
In ihe habit of raising their voices after water 
falls. It is: 


No rain had fnllcn anu the five principal ™en 


dispatched the humming bird to the place In tho 
Enst where tha rain clouds live, to ask them 
to come to the Indian country. The clouds came 
very fast and killed the humming bird. 
After 


6 vrhllc the Immmins bird came back to life, 
flew home and told the principal men that the 
clouils had pone back. The people then sent out 
the fro* an<5 his five sons. 
As he proceeded 


to the East, he left or.e of his sons atop of the 
five highest mountains. He then called to the 


clouds to come and they followed anS overtook 
him on the road. But ha ilia himself beneath 
a stone and they passed over him. being called 
on by the fifth son, who was on the first moun- 
tain top. 


When the fifth son was overtaken, he, lik» 


his father, hid beneath a stone and escaped the 
anger ot the clouds, and the fourth son called 
thorn on. This was continued until the first 
son. who was on a mountain contiguous to the 
Indian country finally lured the clouds to that 
point, from which the Western sea can be seen. 
When the storm clouds had precipitated the de- 
sired rain and gone away again, the frogs be- 
gan to sing merrily, which they do to this daj 
after rain; and they still hide under stone* 
when rain is coming to that country. 


In their religious ceremonies and dances. th» 


ivild deer plays an Important part. Tho ani- 
mal usually is taken-by snares, sometimes shot 
with nrro-.vs, but always in the ceremonies of 
Indians in all parts of the republic there Is some 
ceremonial revolving about the deer, performed 
at one Bcason of the year or another. They 
also have among their feasts many dances sim- 
ilar to thosn performed by _the 
agricultural 


tribes of the Northern part of the continent. 
KVjlorcrs who visited the country ax late ai 
1?OS say that these tribes at that time carried 
on such dances and festivals w!th ail the ardor 
and ceremony of their ancestors.
